Thanks for the response! I really appreciate your help with my search. Unfortunately, I don't leave near by 
anymore and it may be a year or so before I'll be able to fly down to visit, but if so J will definitely try to come 
by for research. There is a local library here, but it is very small and I'm not sure if they have a genealogy 
department. I'll look into it though, because it would be very nice to use the subscription to ancestry.com. Thank 
you very much for the suggestion! 


I already have some of the information put together, particularly with the Lennep family, where I have Victor's 
parents and maternal grandparents. I've been unable to find anything about Liliam Vice, other than family 
stories about her and a preview of a 1910 census of Jackson county I found online that listed here as "L Lennep" 
in the household of "V A Lennep" (although it didn't let me see the original image). I believe that's her, but I 
haven't been able to find anything about her full name, birth, or parents. I know that her father's side is Vice, but 
all I know about her mother's side is there is the tradition that it was of native american ancestry. No one I've 
talked to knows much else about her, so any information you could provide about her background would be 
very helpful! I do have a list of their children as well and I know that she has a grand-daughter named Lillian 
"Poochie" Lennep, after her (I believe her nickname was also Poochie). I] am very interested in learning more 
about her and her parents. 


I did more research on Mary Flechas and was able to find a little more about her online. I saw a census of 
Scranton, Jackson Co. in 1880 that she was listed on as 17, and her father as Joseph Flechas, born in Spain, and 
mother as Laura Flechas, from Alabama. It listed Laura Flechas' mother's birth in FL, but didn't list her father's 
birth. It didn't give her surname. I found something I think may be their marriage online also, but I'm not sure if 
it is them. I saw that there was a Joseph Flechas in New Orleans that Married Candelaria Billard in 1862 Jan 31. 
It fits the time frame I think and the 1880 Scranton census does list Mary as being born in Louisiana, so perhaps 
Laura is a nickname for Candelaria? I wasn't able to find anything about her ancestry though or her mother or 
father's names.
